and which in all things is contained, with ever open-Eye, 
and with the moſt perſect intelligence, moſt clearly per- 
ceives, and cternally remembers, both the motive and the 
meaſure, of every motion of every body, and of every mind, 
in the mighty and magnificent---in the ever- ever» 
ative, and harmonious ſyſtem of His univerſe,

Remember, then, ye people, that the every- where and 
ever-preſent Spirit of Gop! is the juſt and unerring ſearcher 
of all motives, means, and motions ;---yea, of the reins 
and marrow ;---the witneſs in every heart,---and in every 
conſcience, the recorder. 

6 Seek not, therefore, death, by the errors of your life ;— 
pull not upon yourſelves deſtruction with the works of your 
hands; for God made not miſery, nor diſeaſes, nor death;

7 For In the beginning he created all Beings and things, 
not only to have life,---but alſo to rejoice in their exiſt- 
ence. All the generations of the Beings and things of the 


world were originally healthſul and happy ;---there was 


no poiſon or principle of diſeaſe or of deſtruction in them 
—nor was the kingdom of death to be found on the earth. 

8. For Gop and his Decrees are eternal -- In him 
there is no variableneſs, nor even the ſhadow of turning,” 
His righteouſneſs and his works are immortal - -he hath 
communicated his own immortality to all his works,-—in as 
much as he hath enabled them to re-produce their like ſor 
ever: and he loveth all the things that are ;---be abhorreth 
nothing which he hath made ;---for never would he have 
made any thing if he had hated it, 

9 And how could any thing have endured from the be- 
ginning, if it had not been his will ;---how could any thing 
have been preſerved, if not upheld by Him! ? 

10 For by his infinite and unerring wiſdom, power, 
goodneſs, and glory willing he created all things ;z---and 
by the ſame infinite and unerring wiſdom, power, good- 
neſs, and glory, cver-operating, are all things ſupported, 

11 Yes, they arc thine, O Lord 0 adorable Jehovah! 
O thou lover of ſouls —for thine incorruptible Spirit, in 
certain meaſures, and in juit proportions, according to 
their natures, Capacitics, and deſtinations, is in all things, 
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= ſitting inviſibly in ſilence and in ſimplicity j ever ope- 
rating in the centre of even every atom, as well as of every 
complete body and ſyſtem, and leading it ſmoothly, irre- 
ſiſtibly, and unerringly, through innumerable modifica- 
tions and revolutions, to its and its deſtined uſes,—to its 
appointed end,—all demonſtrating at once his power, his 
goodneſs, and his glory. 

12 And man, eſpecially, created he to be immortal ;

When they think to proſper, they pine 
and conſume away; — when they look for pleaſure and for 
peace, their body and their ſoul canker with carnality, and 
are corroded with cares ;——and when at laſt they ſtruggle 
for life and for light, they are ſcized and tormented by the 
demons of death, diſcord, and deſpair , and under the per- 
petual tortures of their own conſcience, and inſulted by 
devils, and other damned and malign ſpirits, in Tophet 
they are toſſed and tormented, and wander and fink in in- 
conceivable anguiſh, and in the blackneſs of darkneſs,» 
howling and agonizing in deſpair, for ever and ever, 

14 In the fight 44 the unwiſe, the righteous too ſeem to 
dic heir departure is conſidered as miſery ; —and their 
going from us, as utter deſtruction ;——but they reſt from 
all their conflicts, on the boſom and under the Eye of 
Jeſus !-—and they ſhall by and bye rejoice in the Eternal 
Light, in the more immediate preſence of that Gov whom 
they loved, feared, and fer ved, - -en, they ſhall baſk in 
blelledachs, under the Eternal Meridian of Jehovah's Day!
